Last  Friday,  Jessica  Lall,  President  &  CEO  of 
CCA,  Cedd  Moses,  CEO  of  213  Hospitality,  and 
Adele  Yellin,  Owner  of  Grand  Central  Market, 
joined  Senator  Wiener,  Assemblymember 
Santiago  and  Assemblymember  Dababneh  at 
a  press  conference  in  support  of  SB  384.

After  the  press  conference,  several 
CCA  members  met  with  Senator  Wiener  at 
Broadway  Bar  to  discuss  the  bill  and  other 
issues  facing  the  hospitality  industry.

Affordable  Housing 
Linkage  Fee 

This  week,  CCA  spoke  at  the  City  Council's 
Planning  and  Land  Use  Management  Committee 
regarding  the  Affordable  Housing  Linkage  Fee. 
We  successfully  advocated  for  coordination  of 
the  proposed  fee  with  existing  planning  policies 
and  to  extend  the  phase-in  schedule  to  support  a 
predictable  environment  for  investment.  We  are 
also  working  to  make  sure  the  fee  is  indexed 
appropriately  and  takes  into  account  market 
conditions,  good  or  bad.
